It was © 
further conſidered, that what was of uſe in 


one ſchool, might be uſeful in otbers alſo. 


As ſoon as the children know how to diſ- AM 
tinguiſh their letters, and have learned the 


Syllables and Monoſyllables, in the begin- 
ning of the firſt Part, it is propoſed to ſet them 


to read the Leſſons which follow, And while 
this is doing, it is propoſed — the judicious 


inſtructor ſhould, as the cbildren are capable, 
ſometimes teach them the Rules for ſpelling, 
and dividing words into. ſyllables, which are 
in the ſecond Part. Theſe are contained in 
a few pages, and therefore may be eaſily 
committed to memory. And, in reading, the 
children are ſuppoſed to be daily and con- 
ſtan'ly taught the uſe and application of thoſe 
rules; which is the reaſon why !he words in 
the Leſſons are not divided into ſyllables, as 
they commonly are in books of this nature, 
The children ſhould be frequently aſked, By

what rule they ſpell ſuch a word? Why 
they ſtop at ſuch a vowel or conſonant, - 
in dividing it into ſyllables, rather than 
at ſuch an one? Which method ſhould be 
followed till they come thoroughly to under- 
ſtand the rules. And when they begin to 
ſpell a word, they ſhould not, having ſpelt 
a part of it, be ſuffered to gueſs at the reſt, 
but always be made to go through wilh it, 
even though they happen to gueſs right. 
T hey ſhould moreover be taught to add every 
Hllable to thoſe they bave ſpelt, which would 


' ſoon bring them lo read a hard word as well 


as an eaſy one. 

For the uſe of ſuch children as bave time 
fer a more 5 knowledge of the Engliſh 
Tongue, [would recommend to the Teachers, 
Mr LoucnTon's Practical Grammar, 


' <vbich book has produced very good effetts 


wherever it bas obtained. ¶ heartily wiſh 
it were more generally introduced into our 


Engliſh ſchools, inſtead of ſome others of leſs 


value, which.are commonly uſed there; ſince 
it would give all thoſe, whoſe education is 


. confined io the learning their mother-tongue, 


an adequate notion of it, teach the Fair Sex 
10 write more correctly than moſt of them 
have berelofore done, and expedite the ſtudies

of thoſe who are defigned for tbe learned 
languages, by furniſhing them with a proper 
idea of ſeveral parts of Grammar, before 
their entrance on the Latin Rudiments, 

The Leſſons are ſo ordered, as to convey.

children and their parents; but it was not 
propoſed to ſet down all the circumſtances of 
| the hiſtory in the Hiſtorical Leſſons, but 
only ſo much as might be inſtructive and en- 
tertaining to the children. .

HE world in which we live was in the 
beginning of time created by God, The 
heavens and the earth, birds, beaſts, fiſhes, 
and other creatures; and laſt of all Adam, the 
firſt man; were created by God, and placed

in this lower world, God thought it not 
good that man ſhould be alone; he therefore 
took one of the ribs of Adam, and made a 
woman, to be an help-meet for him. She 
being brought to Adam, he ſaid, * This is now 
bone of my bone, and fleſh of my fleſn; 
3 ſhe ſhall be called man, becauſe ſhe was 
u taken out of Man.“ 

Our firſt parents were made more excellent 
and perfect than any other creatures here be- 
low ; for God made them good and righteous, 
after his own image and likeneſs. He alſo 
gave them power over the other creatures. 

The Lord planted a delightful garden, which 
is called Eden, and ſometimes Paradiſe, Here 
he placed Adam and Eve, and committed the 
culture and dreſſing of it to them. 

Hence we may learn, that no one ought to 
be idle, fince God appointed work for our 
firſt parents before the fall, in Paradiſe itſelf. 
Thus were Adam and Eve as happy as they 


could deſite, till they loſt their happineſs . by 


ſinning againſt God. 


LESSON: XXV. 


Of the fin and fall of our Firſt Parents, 
Geneſis III. 


| 1 pleaſed God to make trial of the obe- 
dience of our firſt parents. He therefore 


ave them a particular law, by which they 


were forbidden, upon pain of death, to eat of

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he fruit of a certain tree, called, ® The Tree 
of Knowledge of good and evil.“ 

The devil, envying man the happineſs he 
yas in, makes uſe of a ſerpent to tempt Eve 
Mo cat of the fruit of this tree, She, inſtead 

f going to God for counſel, caſts off her 
dependence upon him, and was perſuaded to 
break the law. which God had given them. 
She firſt eat of the fruit herſelf, and then gave 
of it to her huſband; who, without aſking 
direction from God, which he might have done, 
did likewiſe eat thereof. | 

Thus were they deprived of the happineſs 
they enjoyed. And not only ſo, but they did 
much hurt to their poſterity. The image- of 
God, after which they were created, was de- 
faced : and they, and all who deſcended from 
them, Jeſus Chriſt only excepted, were cor- 
rupt, and ſubject to ſin and death, both tem- 
poral and eternal. 

Accordingly we find an evil diſpoſition within 
us, with which we are all born. We ought 
therefore to labour to ſubdue and mortify this 
evil difpoſition ; to keep out of the way of 
temptation as much as we can ; to watch dili- 
gently over our own hearts; and to uſe all pro- 
per means for the recovery of that likeneſs and 
reſemblance our firſt parents bore to God ; that 
in the end we may be happy in the enjoyment 
of him in his kingdom for ever. 


PESS ON 
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LESSON XXVI. 
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Of the Flood, Geneſis VI. and VII. 


A Bout ſixteen hundred and fifty years after 
the creation of the world, mankind grew a 
ſo naughty and wicked, that God, ſpeaking ſl x 
after the manner of men, faid, That it re-, 
pented and grieved him that he had made man f 
upon the earth. To ſo great a degree of cor- I. 
ruption and wickedneſs were people arrived, I 
that © every imagination of the thoughts of . 
* their hearts were only evil continually,” ! 
God therefore reſolved to deſtroy mankind by : 
the waters of a flood. For he would not ſuffer I. 
ſo much fin and wickedneſs to go unpuniſhed. | 
3s My Spirit, ſaid God, ſhall not always ſtrive, WW 
or continue, and abide with man,” However, 
God did not immediately cut them off, but 
allowed 
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allowed them one hundred and twenty years to 
repent in. 


LESSON XXVIL 


DUung the time that the ark was preparing, 
wherein Noah and his family were to be 
ſaved from deſtruction, people were called 
upon to repent and turn from their ſins. For 
this purpoſe Enoch and Noah were ſent to preach 
to them and to try to reclaim them from their 
evil ways. 

We have here an example of the patience 
and forbearance of God; and a plain proof 
that he defires more the amendment, than the 
puniſhment of ſinners. | 

We have-moreover an inſtance of the juſtice 
and ſeverity of God againſt impenitent ſinners. 
For the people to whom theſe righteous men 
were ſent, rejected the wiſe counſels and in- 
ſtructions which they gave them, and remained 
obſtinate in their fins. God therefore, as he 
had threatned, ſent a flood of waters upon the 
earth, and deſtroyed the inhabitants thereof. 
Before this deſtruction came, God took Enoch 
to himſelf into heaven; for * Enoch walked 
* with God ; that is, he feared, loved, and 
obeyed him, and he was not, for God took 

„* him. And how Neah and his family were 
preſerved, will be ſeen in the following Leſſons. 


LESSON 
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LESSON XXVIII. 
Of the preſervation of Noah and his Family. 


NOreithſtending the general wickedneſs of 
men, Nah kept himſelf from being cor- 
rupted by their evil example. He lived a juſt 
and upright life, and ſo found favour in the 
eyes of the Lord. For both he and his family 
were ſaved from the general deſtruction. . 

| Obſerve here, that good people are not only 
ſafe under the protection of God themſelves, 
but are often initrumental in procuring ſafety 
and proſperity to their families. 

In order to the preſervation of this good 
man, he was commanded by God to prepare 
an ark of wood, which would ſwim upon the 
ſurface of the waters, He was told by God 
the exact meaſures and proportions it was to 
have, and was very careful in obſerving the 
directions received from Him. 

This ark was many years in preparing. And 
though the ſtupid world were queſtionleſs in- 
formed of the deſign of it, yet ſo thoughtleſs 
were they of themlelves, and ſo regardleſs of 
their own ſafety, that they neglected and refuſed 
to reform and amend their lives. © They did 
eat, they drank, they married wives, they were 
given in marriage, until the day that Noah 
entered into the ark, and the flood came, and 
deſtroyed them all.” That is, they were moy 
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ſet upon the pleaſures of this life, and did not, 
as they ought to have done, fear the judgment 
God had threatened, N 
How nearly does this behaviour reſemble that 
of the generality of chriſtians, who, knowing 
the dreadful puniſhments God had threatened 
to, and will inflict upon the wicked at the day 
of judgment, do, notwithſtanding, neglect to 
prepare for that terrible time, and ſo are ſur- 
priſed by death, as theſe were by the waters of 
the flood, Our Saviour and Judge has fore- 
warned us, that he will come to judgment at 
a time he is not looked for; and that many 
will be ſurpriſed by his ſudden appearance, as 
thoſe were who lived in the days of Noah, 


LESSON XXIX. 
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HEN the time was come, that God 
would no longer bear with the fins of. 
men, he ſaid unto: Neah, * Come thou and all 


* thy. 
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* thy houſe into the ark; for thee have J ſeen 
55 righteous before me in this generation. 80 
Nah, and his wife, and his three ſons and their 
wives, went into the ark. 

To repleniſh the earth again with all kinds 
of creatures, God commanded Noah to take 
'to him into the ark, of clean beaſts and fowls, 
which were fit for ſacrifice, by ſevens, (that is, 
ſeven pair or couple) the male and his female; 

and of beaſts and fowls which were unclean, 

and ſo not fit for ſacrifice, by two, the male and 
his female; which Noah punctually obeyed. 
When they were all entered into the ark, 
God ſhut them in. 

Then the windows of heaven were opened, 
and the fountains af the great deep were broken 
up; and the waters prevailed exceedingly upon 
the earth, inſomuch that all the high hills, 
which were under the whole heaven, were 
covered. And all. creatures that lived upon 
the face of the earth died, ſave what were 
with Noah in the ark. 

A dreadful inſtance is this of the vengeance 
of Almighty God againſt Sinners; which 
ſhould make us fear to provoke him, who 
can grievouſly puniſh us many ways. Noah 
continued in the ark, till he was ordered b 
God to come out of it. Afterwards he built 
an altar, and offered ſactifice and praiſe to 
God for his diſtinguiſhing mercy, in ſaving 
him from the deſtruction which came upon 
the reſt of Mankind for their fin and diſobe- 
dience. This acknowledgment was ſo ac- 

ceptable 
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ccptable to God, that he promiſed never more 
to drown the world by the waters of a flood ; 
of this the Rainbow was made a token and 
pledge. 


LESSON XXX. 
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Of the deſtruction of Sodom and Gomorrah 
by brimſtone and fire from heaven. 


5 Geneſis XIX. 


HE people of Sadom ard Gomorrah being 
monſtrouſſy wicked, God determined 
vith himſelf to make them examples of his 
engeance, that others might take warning 
y their puniſhment. They were ſo puffed 
p with the thought of their wealth and 
plenty, that they ceaſed to have any reſpect 
or reverence, either for God or man; pride, 
B 2 fulneſs 
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fulneſs of bread, and abundance of idleneſs, 
were among them. They were haughty, and 
committed abominations before me, ſays God, 
in the prophecy of Ezetzel. They were guilty 
of abominable uncleanneſs, burning in un- 
natural luſts one towards another. By theſe, 
and the like crimes, God was provoked to 
deſtroy them. 

Abraham interceded with God to ſpare them, 
for the ſake of a few righteous men that might, 
peradventure be found therein. And upon 
his pleading with God, he promiſed to ſpare 
the cities, -if but ten righteous perſons could 
be found therein; but there not being ſo ſmall 
a number there, God ſent the judgment upon 
them, which he had threatned. For the Lord 
rained upon Sodom and Gomorrah, brimſtone 
and fire from the Lord out of heaven; and he 
overthrew thoſe cities, and ail the plain, and 
all the inhabitants of the cities, and that which 
grew upon the ground. 


LESSON XXXI. 


I F but ten righteous men could have been 

found in Sodom, the place would have been 
ſoared for their ſakes. Obſerve, that good 
people are a bleſſing to the place where they 
live, and that they are ſometimes a means to 
keep off the judgments of God from it. But 
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God to ſpare Sodom, yet he found a way for 
Lot to eſcape out of it. Lot's righteous ſoul 
was vexed from day to day with their wicked 
and abominable practices. God therefore ſent 
two angels to Lot, to warn him to depart out 
of the city, | 

He had two ſons in law, who were efpouſed 
or married to his two daughters: Theſe he ac- 
quainted with the meſſage that was brought 
him by the angels, how that tbe Lord would 
deſtroy the place. But they, inſtead of pro- 
viding for their own preſervation, mocked at 
him, and would not be prevailed with to quit 
the place; they therefore ſtaying behind, pe- 
riſhed in the flames which conſumed the city. 

What a lively figure is this of the puniſh- 
ment of the wicked in Hell-fire ? - How many 
are there, who, when they are told of the 
lake of fire and brimſtone, make a mock at 
it, and will not believe it, till, like the ſons in 
law of Lot, they come to feel its ſcorching . 
heat, as they did the terrible burnings of Sadem 
and Gomorrah &' 
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LESSON XXXII. 


Of Eſau and Jacob, Gen, XXV. and XXVII. 


E540 and Jacob were the two ſons of 
Jaac by Rebekah his wife. They were 
twins, and therefore very near of an age, but 
E/au was the firit-born, Jſaac loved Eſau, 
and Rebekah loved Jacob. Eſau being the 
elder, Jaac intended to bleſs him, and make 
him his heir. Rebrkah was ſenſible of her 
huſband's intention, and endeavoured all ſhe 
could to obtain the bleſſing for her younger 
fon, Jacob. She was encouraged herein, hav- 
ing been told by God, before the children were 
born, that the elder ſhould ſerve the younger. 
Ejau too had been ſo profane as to fell his 
birthrizht to his brother Facob, for ſo mean a 

price as a meſs of pottage, 
Now 
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Now when Iſaac was old, and his eyes were 
dim, ſo that he could not ſee, he called for 
Eſau, his eldeſt fon, to give him the bleſſing 
he had all along intended him. Rebekah hear- 
ing what //aac had ſaid, contrived to deceive 
him in the following manner. She puts on 
Jacob tbe apparel of Eſau his brother, which 
the had by her in the houſe, and makes ſavoury 
meat for him to carry to his father ; ſhe withal 
covered the ſmoothneſs of his neck and hands, 
with the ſkins of the kids ſhe had dreſſed, that 
he might paſs with his ancient father for his 
eldeſt ſon Eſau, who was an hairy man; then 
ſhe bids him tell bis father a downright lie. 
Theſe inſtructions were ſo dextrouſly followed 
by Jacob, that he obtained the bleſſing his mo- 
ther was ſo impatient for him to have, But 
de manner of his getting it, though it was 
what God intended he ſhould have, was, with- 
out all doubt, highly diſpleaſing to him. 


LESSON XXXIII. 
The hiftory of Jacob and Eſau continued. 


Hou God had told Rebekah that the 
elder ſhould ſerve the younger; which 
implies, that the younger ſon ſhould be the 
heir of the family ; yet were both Rebetah and 
Jacob highly culpable ; the one for the cheat 
the put upon her huſband ;, and the other for

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the lie that he, by his mother's direCtion, told 

Dis father. 

Lying, whatſoever the pretence is for it, is 
hateful and abominable in the fight of God, 
He ſtands in no need of ſinful man for the ef- 
fecting of his purpoſes. If. we obſerve what 
followed after this, we ſhall have reaſon to 
conclude, that both Rebekah and Jacob were 
puniſhed for this ſin, 

Eſau's threatning to ſlay Jacob, for thus 
depriving him of his father's bleſſing, put 
Rebekah into ſo great a fright, as obliged her 
to ſend her beloved ſon away to his uncle 
Laban, She indeed intended to part with him 
only for a few days, but it proved to be twenty 
years before he returned ; nor does It appear 
that ſhe ever ſaw him afterwards, Her con- 
cern, let Faceb ſhould take to wife one of 
the daughters of Heth, was ſo great; that ſhe 
ſays, ſhe was weary of her life. So that Re- 
bekah had her ſhare of trouble after this evil 
practice,

ham ſent a ſervant to provide a wife for his

Triage, and obliged to be a ſervant to Laban 
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twenty years. Theſe, and many other trou- 
bles, came upon him, after he had deceived 
his ancient father, | 

Faceb ſeems to have had a juſt ſenſe of his 

aficlions z for when Pharaoh king of Egypt 
aſked him how old he was, he gave him this 
anſwer, in the xIviith chapter of Geneſis, 
The days of the years of my pilgrimage, are 
„an hundred and thirty years; few and evil 
(or full of afflition) * have the days of the 
. years of my life been.“ 
N How like is Eſau's ſelling his birthright for 
a meſs of pottage, to the practice of thoſe who 
| forfeit their title to happineſs in the kingdom 
of heaven, by indulging themſelves in ſinſul 
pleaſures, or by committing fin to gain either 
a [mall or a great portion of the good things 
of this life? 

If God ſces it beſt for us to have riches, 
and honours, and poſſeſſions in this world, he 
will in his wiſe providence direct us how to 

ain them lawfully, Therefore let us never 
ſuffer ourſelves to be prevailed with to prac- 
tiſe lying, diſſimulation, fraud, or to uſe any 
Other indire& and ſinful methods for the ob— 
taining thereof; for by ſo doing, we ſhall 
bring a curte upon ourſelves and not. a blets- 
ing, even though we ſhall obtain what we fo- 
earaeſtly defire,

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LESSON XXXV. 


Joſeph fo!d by his brethren into Egypt. 


COB bad twelve ſons, but he loved 

Feſeph more than any of his other, chil- 
dren, For which reaſon, his brethren envied 
and hated him, It fell out, that they kept 
their flock at ſome diſtance from home. So 
Jacob (ent his fon Foſeph to enquire after his 
brethrens welfare, "They ſeeing him a great 
way off, immediately conſulted together to kill 
him, and agreed to tell their father, who they 
knew would inquire of them concerning him, 
that ſome wild beaſt had devoured him. 

To diyert them from their wicked purpoſe, 
Reuben propcſes to caſt him into a pit, in the 
wilderneſs, wherein there was no water; in- 
tending to take him out, and deliver him again 

to 
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to his father. To this, though they conſented, 
yet they were bent upon his deſtruction. But 
fitting down to refreſh themſelves, they ſaw a 
company of //hmael:ites, who were going with 
camels laden into Egypt, By this time Judah 
began to relent, and to diſcourſe with his bre- 
thren as follows. What profit is it if we ſlay 
our brother, and conceal his blood ? He is our 
fleſh and our brother: So he propoſed to ſell 
him to the Imaelities; to which they agreed, 
and received for him twenty pieces of filver ; 
who carried him into Egypt. Reuben not being 
privy to this, went to the pit, in order to take 
Joſeph out of it; and when he found him not, 
he was in a mighty conſternation, and rent his 
cloaths, ſuppoſing that he was dead. But upon. 
his brethrens telling him what they had done, 
as we may think, he agreed with them in the 
ſtory they before had contrived to deceive their 
ancient father. But Jacob refuſed to be com- 
forted for the loſs of his beloved ſon, 


LESSON XXXVI. 


FN the former leſſon, we have a plain ex- 

ample of the ſad effects of envy and ma- 
licez and from thence may learn, how dan- 
gerous it is to harbour and entertain them in 
our breaſt; and how eaſily men proceed from 
one. fin. to another. Jeſeph's brethren firſt 


conceive 
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conceive malice and hated againſt him, which 
they tco readily gave entertainment to, then 
they refuſed ſo much as to ſpeak peaceably to 
him. And when an opportunity offered, they 
conſpire together to kill him, To cover their 
intended murder, they invent a lie, which was 
to be told their father. The ſafeſt way is, never 
to give place to the devil, but to reject all his 
temptations ; for if we comply in any inſtance, 
we know not where we ſhall ſtop. 

Parents too may here ſee the folly and in- 
convenience of making a difference between 
their children, and expreſſing more love to ſome 
than to others; for this was one great cauſe of 
Joſeph's being hated by his brethren, Parents 
no doubt may, and it is reaſonable that the 
ſhould, expreſs a greater regard for thoſe chil- 
dren, Who by their towardiy and virtuous be- 


Hhaviour deſerve beſt ; but great care ſhould be 
taken in what manner they expreſs it, leſt the 


Jay a foundation for envy, hatred, and malice, 
between breth:ien and ſiſters, who ought to be 
dear to each other; and the favourite child 


peradventure loſes more than it gets by its pa- 
rents partialiy, 
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LESSON XXXVIL 
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An account of ſome things that befel Joſeph 
after he was ſold into Egypt. 


Hou Foſeth was ſo hardly dealt with 

as to be fold for a ſervant into Egypt; 

yet God was with him, and proſpered him in 

all that he did. He moreover bleſſed the houſe 

of his maſter for his ſake. This made him to 

be greatly eſteemed and beloved by his matter, 

inſomuch that he made him overſeer of his 

whole houſe, and put all that he bad into his 
hands, 

God, who is nflatrely wiſe, ſometimes 
thinks fit to ſuffer great trials and afflictions to 
interrupt the happineſs of his faithful ſervants, 
Zoſeph had not been long in this proſperous 

condition, 
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condition, but he was ſolicited by his miſtreſs 
to commit uncleanneſs with her. She preſſed 
him day after day: but no promiſes, no in- 
treaties, could prevail with him to commit ſo 
great a crime. Nor would be ſo much as 
parly and debate the matter with her. 

It is dangerous both to run into temptations, 
and to give ear to them, when they preſent 
themſelves before us. He would not be ſo 
ungrateſul to his maſter, who had preferred 
him in his family, as to yield to her ſolicita- 
tions. But above all, the ſenſe he had of God 
upon his mind, deterred him from a compli- 
ance, * How, ſaid he, can I do this great 
„ wickedneſs, and fin againſt God ? 

Notwithſtanding Jeſeph's denial, ſhe ſtill 
entertained hopes of bringing him to a com- 
pliance. To this end, ſhe watched for an 
opportunity to have him with her alone in the 


houſe. And when ſhe had found one, ſhe laid 


violent hands upon him, and ſolicited him 
afreſh ; but he again refuſed to comply with 
her ; leaving therefore his garment, which ſhe 


had Jaid hold of, in her hands, he fled, and 
ot him out, 


Zoſeph having thus bravely repulſed his 
miſtreis, and rejected all her offers, ſhe turns 


ber love into hatred, and reſolved to be re- 


venged on him, when her Lord came home, 
To this end, ſhe accuſed him of making an 
attempt upon her. Potiphar, his maſter, with- 


out farther examination, hearkens to the report 


of his wife; and Jeſeph, though innocent, was 
puniſhed, 
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puniſhed, as if he had been guilty: For his 
maſter ordered him to be caſt into priſon ; 
which, ſome years after, contrary to his lewd 
miſtreſs's expectation, proved a means of 


Joſeph's higher advancement, 


LESSON XXXVIII. 


T HIS puniſhment would have been very 

grievous to Joſeph, but that God, who 
protects and rewards injured innocence, was 
with him in the priſon, and gave him favour in 
the fight of the keeper of it. So that Fo/eph 
had authority over all the other priſoners, and 
not any thing was tranſacted which 7o/eph had 
not a hand in. 

Some time after, two of the ſervants of 
Pharaoh King of Egypt, his chief Butler and 
chief Baker, were for their ill behaviour 
thrown into priſon, While they were under 

this 
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this confinement, each of them dreamed a 
dream, about the interpretation of which they 
were not a little perplexed. But when they 
told their dreams to 7o/eph, he gave them the 
Interpretation thereof; which accordingly came 
to paſs in three days. This got Zo/eph ſo much 
reputation, that he was two years after ſent 
for to expound two of King Pharaoh's dreams, 
which none of the wiſe men of Egypt were 
able to interpret. This he did to the fatis- 
faction of the King ; but he was ſo humble, 


as to aſcribe all his ſkill in theſe matters to 


God; * God, ſays he, ſhall give Pharaoh an 
„ anſwer of peace.“ Hereupon Jeſeph was 
immedistely releaſed from priſon, and greatly 
advanced in the King's court, and made, next 


under the King, chief Governor of Egypt. 


The providence of God was very remarka- 
ble ia this affair of Jeep For he was a means 
of ſaving his father and brethren alive in the 
fore famine, which afterwards happened in thoſe 
parts, We have here an eminent example 
of the wiſdom and p:ovidence of God, who is 
able to bring good out of evil; but this does 


by no means warrant our doing evil, that 


good may come of it, Let us always hold faſt 
our integrity, depending upon God, and doing 
our own duty in that ſtate of life, whatever it 
be, in which he has placed us. And uf af- 
flictions ſhould come upon us for ſo doing, 

God is not only able, but will make them turn 
to our good. {his he ſometimes does in this 


world, as here in the caſe of Jeb: but 
however 
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however that be, he will not fail to reward our 
obedience and fidelity to him in the next, 


LESSON XXXIX. 


WY HEN the children of 1/rael by their fins 
provoked God, he delivered them, as he 
had threatned, into the hands of their enemies. 
But notwithſtanding, ſuch was his goodneſs 
and mercy, that upon their repentance he raiſed 
them up deliverers, who reſcued them from the 
power of thoſe that hated them, 

The name of one of thoſe deliverers was 
Sampſon, who was born of a woman that was 
reputed barren, and enducd with an uncom- 
mon and extraordinary ſtrength, His birth 
was foretold by an angel of God, who fiſt 
appeared to his mother, and afterwards to her 
and his father Mancab. The angel gave 
directions for the management both of the 
child and his mother. She was forbidden to 
drink either wine or ftrong drink, and alſo 
to eat of any unelean thing. The child was 
to be a Nazarite to God from the womb; 
that is, he was in a particular manner to be 
ſeparated to the ſervice of God. This was 
ſometimes done voluntarily both by men and 
women. The laws reſpecting this ſtate, are 
recorded in the ſixth chapter of the book of 
Numbers. As a token of this ſeparation of 
Sampſon, no razor was to come upon his head, 
Ihe Maelites were at this time delivered over 


| into 
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into the hands of the Philiflines. Sampſon, 
when he was grown up, went to Timnab, where 
he ſaw a woman of the daughters of the Phz 
bi/linez, whom he took to be his wife. 


LESSON XI. 


T time being come, wherein Sampſon was 

to weaken the power of the Philiſtines, he 
had this occaſion given him. His father in law 
had in the time of his abſence from his wife 
given her to be married to another, Upon this, 
Sampſon went and caught three hundred foxes, 
and turning them tail to tail, faſtened a fire- 
brand or burning torch between every pair, 
and let them go into the ſtanding corn of the 
Philiſtines, and into their vineyards and olive- 
yards, which were by this means burnt with 
fire, The Philiſtines therefore burnt his wm 
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and her father; Sampſon, on the other hand, 
flew great numbers of them. The Philiſtines 
being very much incenſed hereat, came up 
againſt the men of Judah, and demanded that 
Samſen ſhould be delivered over to them bound; 
which the men of Judah, being under the 
power of the Phil;/tines, were afraid to deny. 
So they prevailed with Sampſon to conſent, he 
having firſt taken an oath of them not to hurt 
him themſelves. "They therefore bound him, 
and delivered him to the Philiſtines; who ſee- 
ing him in this condition, ſhouted againſt him, 
and triumphed over him, But the Spirit of 
God coming mightily upon him, the cords 
wherewith he was bound were as eaſily broken 
by him, as flax that is burnt by the fire. Sam- 
ſen being thus looſed, he took the jaw- bone 
of an aſs, and flew a thouſand of them with 
it, Then he went to Gaza, and it was ſoon 
noiſed abroad that he was there. Here they 
thought to take their revenge, For the inha- 
bitants compaſſed the city about, and were 
quiet all night, (having ſhut the gates) in- 
tending to kill him in the morning ; but Sam- 


ſon aroſe at midnight, and by his great ſtrength, 


took the doors off the gate of the city, and the 
poſts and the bar, and putting them upon his 
ſhoulders, carried them up to the top of an 
hill, and eſcaped out of their hands.

ſport. Samſon, in the bitterneſs of his ſoul, 
applies himſelf to God for {trength this once, 
that he might be avenged of his enemies, who 
were the great troublers of the people of God. 
God heard his prayer. He therefore laying 
hold on the pillars on which the houſe where 
they were ſtood, and bowing himſelf with ai] 
his might, the houſe fell upon all the lords of 
the Philiſtines, and all the people, and Samſon 
died with them. And thoſe that he ſlew at 
bis death, were more than thoſe he ſlew in 

his life, 
From 
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From this hiſtory, we may learn how ex- 
tremely dangerous it is to forſake God, and 
to follow wicked courſes, For God is hereby 
provoked to forſake us, and to leave us to our- 
ſelves. And if God forſake us, how eaſily do 
we become a prey to our ſpiritual and temporal Wh 
enemies ? Whaedgini is a vice which deſtroys Wo 
thouſands. Had Samſon refrained from the 
company of ill women, he might have eſcaped 
the malice of his enemies. But joining himſelf 
with. this wicked harlot, ſhe inveigles him to 
diſcover a moſt important ſecret, which ſhe, 
for the lucre of money, reveals to thoſe who 
hated him, which brought upon him great 
trouble, and in the end coſt him his life.

| have known the will of God, but remained 
wilfully ignorant, have no encouragement in 
the word of God to truſt to a death-bed re- 
pentance, 

Q. May we nat hope that God of his infinite 
mercy will accept of ſuch a repentance ? 

A. God has given us no affurance hereof, 
As the ſcriptures repreſent him to be merciful, 
ſo they tell us that he is holy and juſt, 

Q. If men have been fo fooliſh and incon- 
ſiderate as to put off their repentance to their 
laſt minutes, do the miniſters of Chriſt uſe to 
bid them to deſpair of mercy. ? 

A. No. But they pray with them, and for 
them, exhorting them to do all that they can 
in their circumſtances ; ; but they cannot aſſure 
them from God, that he will accept of ſuch a 
repentance, 

Q. Do you think a death-bed repentance 
impoſſible ? 

A. I will not ſay fo; but it is extremely 
dangerous, and very uncomfortable. 

Q: Why do you think fo ? 

A. Becauſe it is doubtful whether it is true 
and fincere, We have had many ſad exam- 
ples of people, who have thought themſelves 
at the point of death, * have made great 
pro- 
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profeſſions of repentance, but on their recovery, 
they have returned to their former wicked 
courſe of life. 

Q. What is ſincere obedience, or newneſs 
and holineſs of life ? 

A. It conſiſts in denying ungodlineſs and 
worldly luſts, and living ſoberly, righteouſly, 
and godly in this preſent world. 

Q. Do not thoſe who truly repent, believe, 
and obey, become quite other men than they 
were before! 

A. Ves; for being regenerate and born 
again, by the operations of the holy Spirit of 
God, they put off their former converſation, ' 
and become new creatures. 

Q: How elſe does this change appear? 

A, The image of God is in ſome good de- 
gree reſtored to their ſouls, ſo that they re- 
ſemble and imitate God. The whole ftream 
of their affections is turned from the love of 
lin to the love of God ; and they are daily en- 
deavouring, by the univerſal practice of holi- 
neſs, to make themſelves meet for the king- 
dom of heaven. ä 

Q. Are we able by our own natural ſtrength 
o do theſe things ? 

A. No; the aid and aſſiſtance of the holy 
Spirit of God, who is given in baptiſm, is 
eceſlary. , | 

Q. How may we obtain ſuch meaſures of 
divine aſſiſtance as we ſtand in need of? 

4. By being diligent and frequent in the 
ſe of thoſe means which God has appointed 

C 2 to 
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to convey his grace to us, and a right uſe of 
that aſſiſtance he already has, or ſhall hereafter 
give us. 

Q. What do you underſtand by means of 
grace! 

A. Frequent and fervent prayer to almighty 
God, the receiving of the holy ſacrament often, 
hearing the word of God, diligent reading or 
hearing the holy ſcriptures, and meditating on 
them, 

Qs faſting neceſſary? 

A. It may be ſometimes neceſſary to join 
faſting with other holy exerciſes, to ſubdue 
ſin in us, and to wean us from the love of the 
world, and to draw us to- God. 

Q.: What encouragement have we to pray 
for the affiſtance of the holy Spirit of God ? 

A. The promiſe of our bleſſed Saviour, Luke 
xi. 13. who has aſſured us of God's readineſs 
to give it to thoſe who with humility, earneſt» 
neſs, and importunity, aſk it.

Q. How does it appear, that newneſs and 
holineſs of life, or obedience, is neceſlary ? 

A. From the twelfth chapter of the epiſtle to 
the Hebrews, verſe 14. © Follow-peace with 
all men, and holineſs, without which no man 
5 ſhall ſee the Lord.“ And chap. v. ver. 9. 
* He [Chriſt] became the author of eternal: 
5 ſalvation unto all them that obey him. 
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Q: H OW is this obedience otherwiſe ex- 
preſſed in ſcripture? 

A. By propoſing to our imitation the ex- 
amples of thoſe, who through faith and pa- 
tience inherit the promiſes; but chiefly the ex- 
ample of Jeſus Chriſt. 

Q. In what muſt we imitate Jeſus Chriſt? 

A, We muſt imitate the holineſs of his. 

C. 3 life, 
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life, by being chaſte, pure, and holy in all 
our converſation, as he was. 
In what elſe ? 

A. We muſt deny ourſelves, and take up 
our croſs and follow him, 

Q. Can you give me another inſtance ? 

A, Yes; we muſt avoid: all kind of pride, 
and endeavour to be meek and lowly as Jeſus 
Chriſt was, 

Q: May we flander, reproach, mock, or 
deſpiſe any one? | 

A, No; and if any treat us fo, we muſt 
bear it patiently, returning good for evil: for 
ſo did Jeſus Chrift when he lived here on 
earth. | 

Q. Did Jeſus Chriſt entirely ſubmit him» 
felf to the will of his heavenly Faber ? 

A. He did; faying in his bitter agony, Luke 
xxii. 42. Father, not my will, but thine be 
done.“ | | 

Q. How muſt we imitate him therein ? 

A. By being in all things reſigned to the 
will of God, even under the greateſt trials 
and ſharpeſt afflictions and ſufferings, 

Q. May we not intend our own praiſe, or 
do our own will? 

J. We muſt not, but in all things do the 
will of God, purpoſing his glory as the end 
of all our ations. For as long as we follow 
our own wills, and ſet them up in oppoſition 
to God's will, it is impoſſible to be happy. 

Q. How muſt we behave ourſelves towards 
our chriſtian brethren ? 

A. We 
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A. We muſt love them without diſſimula- 
tion, and be charitably affected towards all men, 
forgiving and pray ing for our enemies.

A. We muſt comfort the afflicted, relieve

The woman which hath an huſband, is 
bound by the law to her huſband, ſo long as 
he liveth : But if the huſband be dead, ſhe is 
looſed from. the law of her huſband. So then 
if while her huſband liveth, ſhe be married 
to another man, ſhe ſhall be called an adul- 
tereſs: but if her huſband be dead, ſhe is free 
from that law; ſo that ſhe is no adultereſs, 
though the be married to another man, Rom, 
vil. 2, 3. 

Wives, ſubmit yourſelves unto your own 
huſbands, as unto the Lord. For the huſ- 
band is the head of the wife, even as Chriſt 
is the head of the church. — Therefore as the 
church is ſubject unto Chriſt, ſo let the wives 
be to their own huſbands in every thing, Eph. 
v. 22—24. 
| Let the wife ſee that ſhe reverence her huſ- 
band, Eph. v. 33. 

Let the woman learn in filence with all 
ſubjection; but I ſuffer not a woman to 
teach, nor to uſurp authority over the man, 
but to be ſilent.
